THE EOYAL COMMISSION. 



THE VICTORIA. (AUSTRALIA) 

DEADLOCK. 



Tho Staiida:-d nccuses Mr. Elliott of 
having stated in the Ilonso tbiit Lo bad 
never ■written to Fatlior Fouquet on tho 
sabjeofc of Mr. GalluRhor'a iii)plioiitiou 
through Hr. Daoros /or the Kooteuay 
ooDBtablesbip. Mr. Elliott never made 
any Bnch statomeDt;bat be asserted in tho 
House, as he does now, thfit be was at no 
time tho author of a letter to Father Fou- 
quet or anybody else anthorizing tho offer 
on behalf of tho govdrnmeut of tho sum 
of $1,000 or the constableship to Mr. Gal- 
lagher on condition tliat that gentleman 
would resign. Mr. Qallaghar assorted iu 
the House that Father Pouqnet had receiv- 
ed a, letter from Mr. Elliott telling him to 
offer to him (Mr. Gallagher) 81,000 for 
hia roaignation. This Mr. Elliott em- 
phatically doniod and next day Mr. G.tlla- 
gher retracted tho assertion and claimed 
that he had been misreported by both tho 
oity papers. The evidence given by 
Mr. Elliott before tho Boyal Commission 
does not diCfor in any matter of importrtnco 
from the stateinants made by him iu tho 
Honse; but wo regret wo eanuol say so 
much for Mr. GalUigher's evidence. When 
under other oath we observe that that 
geatleman and hia colleague carefully re 
fraiaed from repeating the assertion that 
Mr. Elliott instructed Father Fonquet to 
make an offer of §1,000 to Mr. OalliiKber 
or any way to outer into an agioomoul for 
his resiguation. A witness making a atiitu- 
mont under oath may bo indicted for 
perjury; but a membor making a rash 
assertion in tho House which subsequent- 
ly proves to he unirue escapes punishment 
other than public contempt. Mr. Qallaghtr 
may be impervious to that class of pua- 
isbmont; but we claim that it is unfair 
that Mr Elliott should bo hold respon- 
sible for the alleged authorship of a letter 
to Father Fonquet when it can and will be 
proven that that reverend gentleman never 
received written or Yerbal commanioation 
from the Premier on behalf of the Gov- 
ernmont authorlEing tho offer of §1000 to 
the member for Kootonay, a posiiiou, or 
anything else, on condition that ho (Mr. 
Gullagher) would resign his henfc iu the 
House. Father Fouquet's evidence will 
be taken, and wo predict that it will en- 
tirely oxoQorata the Premier from any 
culpability in the matter. Uotil tho re- 
verend gentleman testifies to the mituro 
and contents of the letter receiv- 
ed by him from Mr. Elliott wo con- 
tend that it is manifestly unfair that tho 
latter gentleman should be condemned 
because of the vagaries of an erratic mem- 
ber of the House. Mr. Gallagher has al- 
ready made a'publio retraction of the very 
obar^'C tho Standard endeavors to fasten 
on Mr, Elliott, and it only now remains 
for tho testimony of Father Fouquet to 
be heard to show to what length a disre- 
putable joairnal will go in order to attain 
a contemptiblB and unworthy end. It is 
tho I ride and boast of allEuglishmonthat 
under their administration of justice a man 
accused of any offunoe is hold to be in- 
nocent thoroof until proved guilty. We 
regret, therefore, that a journal is per 
mitted to exist in the midst of this 
community that wilfully and deliberately 
asserts a member of a Government to 
be guilty when it is well known that tho 
assertion is diametrically opposod to tho 
snbstanco of evidence taken and to bo 
adduced. W« adhere to our position 
that if Mr. Elliott has. on behalf nf the 
Governmept, been guilty of making 
through Father Fouquet or anybody elso, 
a corrupt offer to Mr. Gallagher. Mr. 
Elliott's government should be condemn- 
ed; but until evidence is adduced to prove 
the asBortion of corrupcion Mr. Elliott 
is entitled to be regarded innocent of tho 
offence. If we could believe for a moment 
that there is the slighest trnth in tho 
aconsation of corruption, we would bo 
just as pertinacious in demanding that the 
government ba held responsible for it as 
we now are that they should bo allowed a 
fair opportunity of proving their entire 
innocence. It is unjust, unmanly and 
un British to hold any person guilty of 
an offence until evidenoe moat positive 
and convincing leaves no possibility of 
any other conclusion. We would again 
call attention to the fact that althoagb 
Mr. Walkem, tho leader of tho Opposi- 
tion, was for many days loud in bis do- 
nanoiation of the Government he has at 
no time availed himself of the opportunity 
• offered him to appear as public prosecu- 
tor or to testify under oath as to his oft- 
asserted convictions. It is strange that a 
gentleman eager to stigmatise the Gov- 
ornment on the floor of the House should 
not have deemed it his duty to sustain his 
allegations and those of his followers be- 
fore the Eoyal Commission. Tho only 
deduction we and the public can make is 
that the gentleman in quoation knows his 
position to be untenabio and consequontly 
having beapattorod tho Qovorumont in a 
most undignified mauuor trusts that by 
Bomoaayet unforeseen ciroamstanoe a 
portion of the slanderous accusations may 
have the effect he ho heartily desires. 
This may bo a very noble and dignified 
course to pursue, but we are inclined to 
the impression that the people regard it 
as most ooutomptible. 



The Victorian dfadlook has been termi- 
nated by what tho telegraph calla a "hap- 
py compromise," tho particulars of which 
aro not given. It was stated iu the Houso 
of Lords the other evening that the ac- 
counts of tho difficulty heretofore receiv- 
ed have been exaggerated. Though many 
dismissals had been mado tho administra- 
tion of justice was amply provided for, 
and compensation was authorized for 
those whoso sorvioas had been dispensed 
with. li seems also that Governor Sir 
Georgo Bowen altered his attitude toward 
the Berry Ministry, and gave them to un- 
derstand that ho would permit no inter- 
fureucQ with the currency, tho banks, or 
tho commercial interests of the country. 
Lord Carnarvon, late Colonial Secretary, 
spoke briefly on the subject. Ho said that 
local solf-govornmont bad bean jgiven to 
the colony in its fullest form; bat the 
Governor was not only accountable to his 
Ministers, ho was also accountable to tho 
Crown. Sometimes tho lines of these 
duties would cross each other, and then 
it became tho Governor's duty to consider, 
to borrow a term from theology, quostioiis 
uf political easuisty. No one had mora 
experienoo than the Oovernor, and he had 
no doubt that Sir George Bowen had 
considered his duty to,the Crown as well 
as to the Local CrOTerniuent.

What chance would a candidate living 
at Comox, Suauich, (/owichan or Nanaimo, 
who offered himsjelf ih Yictqria.City stand 
of election ?.. ^^His chance would -be about 
as 1 is to 200. ' That is, he would receive 
five or si.x: votes out of a possible 1,000, 
and would then be advised to stay at homo 
in the future and uffor himself in his own 
district, Esquimalt District would appear 
to have put its foot liimly d"wn on non- 
resident candidates. Dr. Asb'a experience 
there ha«.bOTnJa^QjdiBCoaraging that ho is 
forced to stamr fbr 'Comdx again, umoh 
against his own will and that of the Co 
mox people, in opposition to a local man 
of high character and great popularity, 
whose every interest ibcoucontratdd in tho 
district. We have little doubt that Co- 
mox will decline to longer submit to dic- 
tation from tho Capital, and will select her 
own member at tho approaching election. 
How Victorians, who would fail of election 
in their own district, can oxijoct to reap 
honors abroad that are denied them at 
home, is beyond our kon. It is said that 
a prophet hath honor save in his own 
country ; and they who are too stupid or 
too well known in Victoria succeed only 
in constituencies who know them not. 
Surely thelte is suffleiont local intelligence 
to represent the districts without drawing 
on the city. The country people should 
ponder over this. No roprosantative can 
understand their wonts so well as one who 
is of tbismBelTes, and whose interests, are 
identioal'Witii theirs.

ofBco. One . might haver supposed the, 
article below was" irrittea from Vic- 
toria, B.C.: 

"The proceedings of the present session, 
and of other sosiions in lata years, have 
donja^muoh to make people disgusted with 
local poIitioB. Since th« otteniiig of the 
session there bits'Veeh i% torrent of gab ,out 
of all proportion to tho importanoo of the 
quostions before tho public, and to the 
business transacted. Those who visit the 
Assembly have to listen to tho frothy utter- 
ances of demagogues, anil those who do 
not have to submit to the infliction of 
havine( the. newspapers filled vith reports 
of long deliafes on matters of little interest 
to anybody in tho world except tho speak- 
ers. The responsibility of this infliction 
rests chiolly, perhaps entirely, upon tho 
Opposition. The Government are weak 
in debate, and whilo this is to be regretted 
for some reasons, tho country has some 
cause to, ba thanl^I ' for it, ' for if the 
members on the Government side were to 
attempt to equal their opponents in volu- 
bility life would become too great a bur- 
den to bo carried. All tho speaking on 
tho Government side is done by Premier 
Hill and Attorney General White. Mr. 
Hill ia really the only good speaker on his 
side of the House, ontl if the example of 
moderation, courtesy, and good sonso 
which be sots were followed by tho other 
apoakora there would bo no reason to 
noiiiplaiu. Tho Attorney-General ulao is 
distiuguiahed for his moderation and con- 
ciliatory manner. In fact there ia a little 
oo much of the conciliatory manner on 
the Government side. In another place 
it might bo a commendable quality. lu 
our House of Assembly, against such op- 
ponents as the Government has, it ia a 
waste of Bweotnoss on a desert air. There 
are on the Opposition sido one or two 
good speakers, and half a dozen moro who 
magine that volubility and imi)udonoo 
are tho essential elements of a public 
speaker^, 'Those insist upon raising long 
discussions on every potty question that 
can bo brought up, and, lest tho present 
should not furnish topics enough, they 
are dragging up dead and buried issues 
of the past."

Editoii Coloniot: — Mr. Elliott's Gov- 
ernment was defeated on tho policy of tho 
mauagoment of tho Lunatic Asylum, viz: 
whotlier it was right that tho Resident 
Superintendent should be a physician or 
uct, and whether a daily visit paid by a 
doctor was snfllcient. 1 beg, in tho intor- 
est of humanity, to write n foiv lines on 
this subject. I would appeal to the hearts 
of tho men and women of this Province, 
as any one of them may bo afflicted to- 
morrow as tho unhappy inmates of that 
asylum are to-day. Suppose any one of 
us woro seized n-ith some snddon and vio- 
lent illness of any part of our body; what 
would wodo? Have people around us who 
hud no interest in our recovery; and a 
doctor to visit us onco in tho 2i' hours at 
the rate of a dollar a visit? I appeal to 
Dr. Ash. His patients could supply an 
aniworl Would they or be be content 
with tliis? Would it bo right or decent in 
the interest even of common humanity? 
How muoh le.rs whon that part of tho hu- 
man body — the brain, tho seat of intellect, 
tho governor, originator, prompter and 
judgo of every action aud device, every 
thought and responsibility— is in question? 
Suppose one's sister, brother, son, wife or 
daughter so alUictod, as I saw by tho 
papers two brothers were suddenly soized 
tho other day with violent madneas! How 
necessary to have a physician in ooustant 
attendance. But supppae the.Oaso multi- 
plied fortyfold! Forli/ patients ill v>ii% 
diseases of lha hratn an, in Mr. Walkeni's 
and Dr. Ash's opinion, he j^roperl^ treated 
daily 1)1/ a doctor paid $1 a day. Good God ! 
sir; aro wo back in tho dark ngos or on to- 
wards tho oioso of tho 19th century? Aro 
those poor, suffering, frail creatures to bo 
treated like mad dor/si-' or are wo to follow 
tho example of every enlightened nation 
on tho faco of tho earth? Mr. Walkem 
and Dr. Ash know better than the whole 
body of eminent legislators and dootora in 
every part of Europe and America. I havo 
boon told that in every insano asylum on 
tho face of tho globe tho Superintondont 
is a medical man. If Mr. Walkem and 
Dr. Ash aro ignorant of this fact I pity 
their professional reputations and know- 
ledge; if thoy are aware of it, then, I say, 
1 pity tho men who would submit to bo 
governed by porsons who in order to gain 
a political end or indulge a political 
grudge would stoop so low as to attain 
their object at the ezpeuBe of miserablo, 
irrntional men andVomen shut up in a 
lunatio asylum. 

With tho injustice dono to tho goutlo- 
man who was appointed Suporintendont, 
which I understand has been great, I havo 
nothing to do. I only pload tho cause of 
thoHo unhai)py, helplosa. people— tho lin 
sane— against jD>r. Ash and Mr, Walkem 
in tho humble hope that these words may 
havo some effect in inducing tho people of 
this Province to pause and to think what 
manner ot ninu these latter can be; and in 
inducing thorn further to vindicate tho 
universttlly recognised quality of Anglo 
Saxons that thoy of all nations host treat 
their sick, dostitato and iuoapablea.
